Na&simo, Jan. 20.— At the public 
meeting to-night Mr. Joseph Martin 
w;iH received vvitli cheers, groans nnd 
ciitcalls. llo luid lieen Bul-prisod, he Kuid, 
to set' in papers that he had been cou- 
dcinncd at a public meeting held- in Na- 
naimo, and more surprised that lie had 
not been invited to bo present. He was 
not beyond discussion, but luigbt have 
been usiieu to be present. 

Thus early in the proccedingB the audi- 
ence commenced interruptions. The 
cliairiiiau had to repeatedly ask for order 
tiiid -Mr. Martin asked those wlio did not 
ooino to listen to step out. Continuing, 
he said that if the charges against him 
were good, surel.v his opponents would 
not luwe been afraid to have him pres- 
ent. Ho denied that he had abandoned 
the iDlnciplus that he enunciated during 
the elect iou. 

A Voi(;e— "You never had any prin- 

(.'iplOK." 

Mr. ^[iirtin said if he hadn't any prin- 
ciples it Koeined foolish for men to meet 
and say thnt he had abandoned liis 
principles. He assured them that tlie 
evidence on which be was condemned 
was contained in an extra of the Nanal- 
mo Herald, 

A Voice— "Not at all. What about 
your action In the house?" 

Mr. MfCrtia said he had informed tlio 
people of Nanalmo as long ago as Sep- 
tember 4 that he proposed to oppose the 
government. He met with no dissent. 
(Cries of " Yes " nnd " No." 

A light at the door turned the atten- 
tion of the audience .from the speaker, 
who, taking a chair on the stage, siit 
down to wait until order could bo ro- 
snuied. The audience was one swaying 
niob. tin ininipnse crowd on the outside 
attempting to fight their way into the 
(heatro. To relieve the crush, part of 
the amlicnce caine on the stage, and 
al'ler alii>iit twoiity minutes' delay ^Ir. 
Martin was !ihlr> to resume. He said ho 
was eillier right or wrong. If wroiif,', 
what he said would coiulenm him, and 
tiiii'ely thi're was no need to cry him 
down. It looked as though his opponents 
ditl not wish that he should bo heiird. 
'riic lirsi charge was that he had called 
on Mr. Diinsimiir and agreed to join the 
o])positiiui. lie was in Mr. Diinsinuir's 
olticc for a client. Some seemed to 
thinl; Mr. Dniismiiir was a horrible niou- 
sler. 

A Vciicc- — " You said so a montli ago." 

^Ir. .Martin did not say lu> or the 
party he supported wore monsters, hut 
he opposed him and tlie opposition 1h'- 
eau.sc of tlioir policy. He liiid lieard 
Dr. AIcKcchnio sny Mr, Dunsiuuir was 
an honorable man. One might bo an 
honoralde man and still hold views witli 
which he could not agree. When in 
.Ml'. Dnnsmiiir's oflico Mr. Dunsmuir 
said. "What about politics?" He (Mnr- 
tiiil repliod that he lieard Mr. Cotton 
was trying to get ji mendier of the oppo- 
sition to join the government. .Mr.

If that was done he would 
have to leave the province.

Mr. .Martin said it was the undoubted 
right of the legislature to pasfi acts deal- 
ing with liuids and franchises. An act 
was pa.ssed by the Turner government 
and the Liberal government had dared to 
disallow it.

The late G. W. Stceveus.— Geo. War- 
rington Stoevcns, the corrcepqndeut of 
the London Daily Mall, whose death is 
reported by telegraph, waa a young man. 
-Vlthoiigli it is bttt sis years since ho be- 
gaa his work In the field of Joarnalism on 
the Pall Mall Gazette, he was already 
one of the mo.st famous eorrpspondents of 
Ihe day. He left Bali.d College in 189.T 
and assumed an editorial position on tlie 
Tall Mall Ga'/.ett.'. On the Daily :\Iail 
being eslablislieii by the Harmsworths, lie 
transierred liinisi'lf to their banner, anil 
Ir was while he was writing for them 
th.-il 111-. m:;de hits name. His lirst notiee- 
alili' work was :i serii"* of lelli'rs written 
during a visit to .VmiM'iea, published in 
the Daily Mail and aflcru arils diirin:.'- a 
visit to -Vmerir-a, piildislnMl in Ihe Daily 
.Mail and afterwards .einliodicd in a 
book under the title "The Land of the 
Dollar." This book was wi'll received, 
and his later liooks still turllier addinl to 
his rami'. lie was n most prolific writer 
and before the ink liad dried on one book 
he followed it with another. His second 
book was of the Greco-Turkish war; 
then came his universally read "With 
Kitchener to Khartoum," which is prob- 
ably the betst known of his works. His 
later works were "T'he Dreyfus Trial" 
and "Travels Through London," the lat- 
ter being incomplete, however, at the 
time of his death. He went to South 
Africa during October and a number of 
letters appeared from his pen in the aiail, 
under the caption of "From Capetown to 
Pretoria." He, however, only reached 
the long beleaguered camp of Ladj-smith. 
where he was taken 111 and died of en- 
teric fever. His grajihic descriptive and 
close analysis of men, things and sceuerj- 
ciinstitiited two cliief elements of his 
greatness as a new.spaper worker of the 
most universally appreciated type. When 
he told the story, one could almost im- 
agine himself there to see.

Mr. Greif; ..-eeiiis to liiive had born in 
him— for a conductor, like a poet, 
born, not made-7the saHcnt principles of 
wioliler of the baton— the happy knack 
of keepiiiK a chorus or an orchestra to- 
gether. One singing or. playing under 
liini felt that, nolens volens, ho must do 
the conductor desired. Needless to 
say, this feeling inspired confidence 
the perfnriners, who sank tlioir indi- 
viduality and became subservient fo each 
other, giving that blend of the diftereut 
parts so desirable to a successful per 
foriuiiiico. While very gralifying to the 
onductor and pleasing fo the audience 
it must bo l)orne in mind that such re 
ults are luil.v aftaiiiable by strict atten 
tion on the part of the performers, and 
at-like watchfulness on the part of the 
onductor. 

Called from our midst at a time ^\^lon 
his w(U-k was just bofrinning to bear 
fruit, one cannot refrain, from mourn- 
deeply the loss sustiiiiKMl. In the 
words of Longfellow: 

"lie, the Kwortest of nil slnKor.^. 
He fills ninvoil a little nearer 
To the Muster of nil Music, 
To the Master of al! .Slnglns." 
\s a living memorial to his musica 
zeal, Victorians have the Arion Club, a 
nnile voice chorus of about thirty voices, 
ail institution of which Victoria has need 
fo be proud. Passing as it is now 
through its eighth season, more than the 
allotted life of such nn organization, it 
fieaks volumes for fli(< eufliusiasm in- 
stilled into its nioiubers. Without aii.v 
undue praise, it can be conlidently said 
that It is far ahead of any such nssocia- 
ion north of San Francisco and west of 
rorouto. The club's fine singing has 
ecu the means of whetting the appetite 
f Victorians for more classical music, 
ml even by this is fulfilling the object 
of its founder. 

Not satisfied alone with the success 
ittnineil by male voice singiu);. Mr. 
reitc or[r;ini/.ed file Victoria Choral 
nion. a body of about eiglily mixed 
dees, at present in a stale of susi)endeil 
miinatioM. owing to the want of a 
loader. It was this musical society tli.at 
so successfully rendered Cowen's " liose 
Maiden," the particulars of whicli are 
still so fresh in the memory of its lieiir- 
crs that it is unnecessary to repeat them. 

Still further did he go, and was 
pleased enough to sacrifice his Saturdjiy 
afternoons to teach the children of the 
South Park school the rudiments of 
music in the Tonic Sol-Fa system. These 
little citizens can best tell of the labor. 
cxi)pn(leil on them, so gratuitously and 
willingly given. Needless to say, Mr. 
(JieiK, feeling that music was an essen- 
tial part of a child's education, and 
knowing that the same was not provided 
in the <airriculum of the school, endeav- 
ored fo fill that want out of school hours, 
in the hope tli;it the matter would bo 
taken up by the school trustees. If this 
has not already been done, it would be 
.1 stop in the right direction, and one 
fhat could b<> commf-nded fo those r-upor- 
^is^nK the education of the little ones.

Hflcet.is dead! The news tlius told in' 
three cold -words -will bring no rctiixin- 
sivo regrets from tho ■world at iarge — 
nothing wore perhaps than tho lioarlle.ss 
inquiry "Who was Fleet"? In Victoriti, 
however, it is different. There be many 
liore whO'havc no need to ask the ques- 
tion, for Fleet hud many friends. Poor 
oJd, Fleet! 

Fleet was a dog— a greyliound. For 
tYvolve years he had filled a responfiiblo 
and. unique, position on tho Colonist staff. 
In liis youth, liis vivacity tind good nn- 
.tiiro imnle him the jiet of all; latterly, in 
liia old age,' his devotion to dut.v was at- 
tested by the fidelity with which he de- 
«{tmtcd the tatair-landingfl in the precise 
iposition to he most stepped upon, Agaiti 
—poor old Fle6t! 

'AVhon Fleet made his debut as a nows- 
p.'ilier (log ho was in tho frisljy verdiincy 
of .;i3U|)pylioo(l-r-ii dog of gotlilo arcliitcc- 
tiire and iiiaii.v acute nnglcs — soiiietliing 
liUe !i pair of step-ladders in geiicrtil dv- 
^Aan — witli a jovial regard for everybo<ly 
libout the (illlce. and ti fervent (icHire to 
hlia.se eats. His education consisted in his 
lieiiig: taught not to tear up papers thtit 
hud not lieen tlirowii on the lloor; to per- 
tonn as a high juiiipi'r whenever an ap- 
preeiirtivi' throng should congregate; and 
to .|)olitely mask liis disgust at the liiuo- 
worn and personal jer;l. "wliy dou't you 
to,-(l that ' dog' soinotliing?" 

I>'or . li'lect even in Ills happiest days 
was ■ noii-corpnk'iit as Ciissins. 

■'[riu'ro were other ■ things oiniltod from 
the. approved curriciihiiu of his schooling, 
that Fleet learned for himself. Ho liad 
jieSBonal knowledge 'Uiat tlio toniale man 
does not carry co:il in liis can; lie had 
Teriliod that beer may be drunk with 
«tiranliiting eCCeet.s; lie even developed a 
taHto for coETiac in coffee. Yet he never 
tnndkod cigarettes, aspired to be treated 
^as a .Journalist, or otherwise lost caste 
in the straight 'Bohemian circles in ■which 
lie moved. At the same time, except for 
lui occasional forgivcablo festivity in his 
<'!lI1ow youth, ho never forgot his dignity 
as peoresfiiting <'aiiiiie i aristocracy and 
the leading daily of IJritisli Coliitiibia; 



nor did he ever yiolato the canons of 
dog decorum. 

I'^leet had not iioen seiui-nttachod to the 
Colonifit more timn a week before he do- 
uioiistrtited his aptitude for and devotion 
to the newspaper . profes.sion. "Copj" 
was short, so he went forth and was 
struck by ii stone. It broke his fore-leg, 
and the boy -who threw the etone was 
before the police "magistrate for three 
days, the puhlic being treated: to lull and 
eoinplete reports. 

Then he was 'first at the killing of 
poor Dave Fee. He met the Anipliiou 
when she came back crippled from her 
( lu'mialer with tho- rocks in Ilaro Pas- 
sage. He saw the Wil.soii (J. Hunt burn 
to lior beu of rnnil. Ho went to Gold- 
stream to meet the purser of the steamer 
Cleveland, wlien that vcbspI was wreck- 
ed on the Western lloast. Not one, but a 
liuiidrod big newspaiier stories did lie 
play his part in. i lCvcn in iiis old age it 
seemed to he hi.s aim to so got in tho way 
as to invite his own sn<.Tiiice — and so 
iiiaUe a lat^t news item for the pajier. 

I''lee! had not boon regularly on duty 
iiutch iluriag recent years, iilthough lio 
could not altcigethor resist the fascina- 
tion of ihe <'raft, and occasio;iall.v startl- 
ed some tiiember of the staff by suddenly 
thrusting his eold .iio«e into tho situation, 
with a look that meant the old familiar, 
"I'ui <ild 'iiew-spaponnaii inyself." 
During t,lio last few ■■months old Fleet 
was deeply interested in scientific sub- 
jects (altliough perhaps he didn't know- 
it), more particularly -the eontrover.sy ini- 
tiated l>y the celebrated Drs. Gonox and 
McFidget as to the' humanity or permis- 
sibility of terminating the existence of 
iimirnbles. As usnal Fleet's interest in 
tho R'lbjoet took n 'practical, or experi- 
mental turn. It was finally resolved in 
conference at the olllc(> that I'Moet was 
getting too old to live with tulvanlage to 
himself or anyone else. And so ho was 
taken out for a walk yctitorduy — chloro- 
ffu'ined, shot, and 'buried. 

His ghost may sleep at tho foot of the 
stairs here:ifter, hut a ■ ghost can't lie 
steo|).Ml on; and the <jpirit of Fleet will 
rest hiippily, for he ■lias tlie satisf.'iction 
of giving the [Xiper a -story even in lli^; 
demise.

The Public Have Not Lost Con- 
fidence in Salisbury 
(, , Government. 



Sir Fredericic Carrington's Billet 
Suippbsed to Be a Great 
Mystery. 



By Assoclatad Press. 

London, Dec. 20. — To thoroughly and 
conservatively appreciate the political 
conditions as they e.xist iu England to- 
day, to uuiliTStaud the rellectiona that 
military skirmishes or reversals in South 
Africa create in tbe'mind of the British 
public, aud to gauge the the task con- 
fronting the goverunicnt at the forth- 
coming soBsiou of parliajiiont, it is first 
ueccssary to realize the stupendous 
change that in the last few weeks has 
tnltcu* place in the national character. 

To put it briefly, since the British 
aruiy in the field has found the Boer 
army was so numerous and so strong, 
the British nation bns beeomc one huge 
stock exchange, not ip the material sense 
but in sentiment. Tlii' nation as ii whole 
governs its opinions by tlie li;i|ii)onings 
of the hour, si-inlilluting according to 
the news tiekcr In its traditions of cen- 
turies as easily as the most nervous 
market that ever operated in its uncer- 
tainty. 

Nothing so adequately lends itself to 
a ready and forceful simile oC the pre- 
vailing temper of the British nation as 
the popular conception of the stock mar- 
ket. As on the floor there is a certain 
percentage with such huge interests at 
stake that they are never budged by 
rumors that make or break the smaller 
fry. But these compose the ^ very in- 
most ring, nnd their exclusiventss may 
be judged from the fact that one never 
knows, when opening from day to day. 
such staid nnd conservative journals as 
the Times, the Morning Post or the 
Standard, whether they will uphold or 
bitterly abuse the government. In a 
like manner docs the majority of public 
opinion sway as fanned by the news 
from the front. Thus it is well nigh 
impossible to deternune tlie real feeling 
towards the administration and the war, 
and it is still harder to forecast the re- 
sult of the debates in parliament. 

Yet in spite of this tremendous vacilla- 
tion, the information which reporters of 
the Associated Press have gathered from 
all sorts "of sources tends towards the 
impression that Lord Salisbury will con- 
tinoe on only in power but In the matter 
of voles, with but .slightly diminished 
control, which is tantamount to saying 
that the war against the Boers will be 
pursued to the bitter end. regardless of 
foreign interference and whimperings at 
homo. The military situation, though 
generally regarded as more hopeful, 
seems not materially changed this week. 

The selection b.v the war oflicc of 
-Vlajor-Gcneral Sir Frederick Carrington 
for .service at the front calls but the 
comment that the government has recog- 
nized this oflicer's claims at a very late 
day, considering the fact that his name 
is a by-word in South Africa, where he 



spent most of his whole military career 
as a leader of expeditions. 

While Sir iSrederick Garrington's billet 
is at present a mystery to the English 
press, the correspondent of the Asso- 
ciated Press is able to say that it was 
not after all at the initiative of the war 
office that he was called, aud further- 
more that he will be entrusted with 
what will be practically an independent 
command of large operations, aud will 
attempt to achieve, by means of one oi 
thK most heterogenous forces ever gath- 
ered on the fact of the earth, the gallant 
objective hitherto held by the command- 
ers iu the field to be an impossibility. 

SORKOW FOB STIiVBNS. 

General Regret at the Loss of the Fan\- 
our War Correspondent. 

London, Jan. -0.— The news of the 
death of Mr. G. W. Stevens, the special 
correspondent of the London Daily Mail 
from enteric fever at Ladysmith, has 
been received with genuine sorrow in 
London, where he had many friends in 
aud out of his profession. Mr. Stevens 
had a distinguished career at Oxford. 
His first newspaper success was the ser- 
ies of letters whteh he wote irom Am- 
erica, headed "The Land, of the Dollar," 
his last work before going to the. Trans- 
vaal was "T"he Tregady of . Dreyfus." 
And his long stay m hot unsanitary 
Bennes, is thought to have undermined 
his constitution to an extent that made 
him easy prey for the fever. Mr. Stev- 
ens made a romantic marriage a few 
years ago with ilrs. Bogertson, well- 
known in London society. She was (jO 
years of age, while Mr. Stevens was 20, 
but the marriage was very happy, as they 
were devoted to each fother. Air. Stev- 
ens used to write to his viie daily, 
wherever he was.

SILVER IX INDIA. 

The Stock Said to Be Greatly Depleted 
and Still Dwindling. 

London, Jan. 20.— The idea that the 
Indian government will shortly have to 
buy silver ha« 'stimulated the demand. 
The indications are that the ' silver re- 
.scrve of the Indian currency dei)artment 
has been heavily depleted. Out of six- 
teen and a half crores of cash reserve, 
only about seven crores are silver. Ac- 
cording to the statistican should further 
gold be scut to India during the uext two 
months, the silver holdings of the In- 
dian government will bo probably reduc- 
ed to about four crores. Before such a 
figure is reached purchases of silver for 
cojniiEO ought to be made uidess the In- 
dian government is prepared to incur 
risks which might bring disat^ter. Tlio 
.Statist in.sists t.liat the government must 
buy silver without delay, ami have it 
coined as quickly as possible and reasons 
tlmt India ought not to he subjected to 
further trials on top of the famine, also 
pointing out that Jf troubles break out 
on the Afghanistan frontier, silver alone 
will be •used. •

The Bar association of Vancouver mot 
yesterday and appointed a committee to 
urge upon the government the necessity 
of appointing a county court judge for 
Vancouver at once. The Bar association 
further decided by resolution that no 
more ciLses be taken before Judge Bole 
until Judge Bole's jurisdiction as a 
county court judge in Vancouver has 
been tested before the court of appeals, 
and that court has given judgment. Tlie 
Bar asaooiatiou ,a)sQ uppoiutcd.a commit- 
tee tQj draft' amendments .to the Supreme 
Court Act, the object of which is to do 
away with so many Supreme Court sit- 
tings, and make .more, judges avisilable 
for general legal business. 

The Japanese citizens of Vancouver 
have not by any means given up the idea 
of off(>ri[ig a corjjs of Japanese foot sol- 
diers to Hritain for servii-e in the Trans- 
va.'il. Owing to .lapau being a neutral 
nation in the present war .lapanesc con- 
sul Sliimiziv takes no part in raining 
the contingent and declines to discuss tlu- 
matter, but the fact remains that the 
Japanese citizens, led by Mr. Tamuri 
are very ai-live in organizing the corps. 
They have received a large ii amber of 
names of ex-Japanese soldiers, some of 
them having served us long as seven 
years in the Japauescs navy.
